ERFECTIVE SOON 


Two Men Elected Tuesday To| 
Take Oath After Votes 
Are Canvassed 








Upland’s two new city council- 
men will take over their duties 
Monday night. V. H. Wilson 
and C. Ernest Olson for places on 
the council. The present council 
will meet Monday night to can- 
vass the election returns. After 
taking the oath of office the new 
officials will be eligible to take 
over their duties immediately af- 
ter the canvass is completed. 


The new council may organize 
py selecting a mayor at that time 
or at its next meeting, which 
will be held May 7. Due to the 
fact that the regular meeting 
does not come for nearly three 
weeks, it is likely the new group 
will organize Monday. Any of 
the five council members are 
eligible for the position of mayor. 


Mr. Wilsen received 422 votes 

afid Mr. Olson polled 399 to lead 
three other candidates for the two 
jpesitions on the city board. 
. The council will be composed 
‘of A. H. Johnson. Fred E. Draper 
‘and D. J. Cameron besides the 
two new members. Mayor P. H. 
McQuillen and Godfrey Andreas 
are the retiring members. Mr. 
McQuillen has served for eight 
years and Mr. Andreas has served 
one term of four years. 

While the number of votes cast 
Tuesday was comparatively small, 
considerable interest was shown 
in the returns. Mr. Wilson was 
defeated decisively for the posi- 
tion of justice of the peace in the 
1934 election and to some his 
feadership in the Tuesday vote 
was a surprise. 

A few minutes after the’ vote 
count was started at the three 
polls, Mr. Wilson and Mr. Olson 
took the lead in the tabulation. 
They held it throughout the count. 
Mr. Wilson is retired from busi- 
fess and he will have sufficient 
time to devote to city affairs and 
it is believed this condition was a 
factor in his leadership at the 
polls. Mr. Olson has the distinc- 
tion of being the youngest man 
ever elected city councilman in 
Upland 

While he is young he has had 
considerable experience in busi- 
ness and in various civic positions 
and he was a popular candidate 
throughout the counting. 

Running third in the totals was 
Earl E. Hawthorne, citrus ranch- 
er and a resident in the new an- 
nexation district. Many jeople ex- 
pressed the belief that the new 
district should be repdesented 
and Mr, Hawthorne’s vote is an 
indication of the serious consid- 
eration given to him and to the 
district that formerly was 4 part 


of Ontario. 

Cc. BE. Tyler was fourth in the 
totals while Mr. Andreas, the 
only incumbent seeking re-elec- 


tion, was fifth.

The present city council met 
in itg final regular session last 
night. Mayor P. H. McQuillen 
and Godfrey A. Andreas were 
around the council table for the 
last time in their present terms. 
They will meet informally again 
Monday night to canvass the 
votes cast on Tuesday. 

For eight years Mr. McQuil- 
len has served the city. He has 
been called upon to devoate 
more time than is customary 
for a mayor to give. The high 
type of his leadership is shown 
in the amount of improvements 
made in Upland in recent years. 

Closely associated with Mr. 
McQuillen and the other coun- 
cilmen has been Mr. Andreas, 
who for four years has given 
freely of his time in directing 
the city affaffirs and the vast 
amount of WPA work. These 
two men will be remembered as 
having given much for the city’s 
welfare. 

Three other councilmen, whose 

terms run for two more years, 
are A. H. Johnson, D. J. Cam- 
eron and Fred EB. Draper. The 
five officials were present for 
the final meeting and they in- 
formally and briefly reviewed 
the past and expressed pleasure 
in having had the opportunity to 
work together.

$800,000 TAXES 
DUE ON MONDAY 


Property Owners Must Pay Up 
Or Suffffer Penalties— 
Payments Better 














With $800,000 yet to be paid 
in taxes, emphatic announcement 
was made today by John W. 
Batchelor. tax collector, that 
Monday night is the deadline for 
payment of the 1935 tax bills to 
escape added delinquent penalty. 

Payment of ‘taxes so far, how- 
ever, are $50,000 more than were 
paid at this time a year ago, the 
cfficial said in San Bernardino, 
this statement supporting the 
views he expressed when in Up- 
land to collect taxes. Here on 
April 3 to receive payments from 
Uplanders. Mr. Batchelor said 
that collections were not only 
better, but that Uplanders paid 
up better than residents of any 
other city in the county. 

“Barlier indications that busi- 
ness this year is considerably im- 
proved over a year ago are borne 
out by a noticeable increase in 
collections.” Mr. Batchelor said. 
“We consider it a definite sign of 
an uptrend.” : 

Property owners who are going 
to redeem their holdings taken 
by the state for taxes must act 
by Monday night. Those apply- 
ing for redemption proceedings 
will be given the benefit of the 
state’s new 10-year payment plan. 
Delinquent taxes now due may 
be paid over a period of 10 years.
